The Imam was extremely unhappy about his departure for apparently he had 
nothing but admiration for DeVere and his medical ability, Now we have a 
request from the Imam to find a replacement. 


| While life in Yemen is not a bed of roses, as you well know it is a 
fascinating country and most appealing to those of us interested in the Arab 
world. The assignment would involve being the Inam's private dootor but with 
sufficient time to engage in medicine outside the palace and any other type 
of research desired.
